The man 
who has not the patience, courage, 
and imagination to invent a plau- 
sible and pleasing tale for his 
children at bed-time will néver cut 
a figure in life. Let him not fail 
in his most elementary. duty. 


‘| Spider Silk: Stockings. 


There has been talkin France of 
reviving the manufacture of gosse 
amer silk stockings from the silk 
spiders, writes Bassett Digby, 
F.R.O.S.,in the Daily Chronicle. 
These used to be a little factory at 
Languedoc which wove spider silk 
into the most. delicate. feather- 
weight gloves’ and ‘stockings, but 
it failed on account of the difficulty 
of rearing and - farming enough 
spiders and attending to them. 
You'can’t keep spiders in big pens, 
like rabbits.and poultry and the 
laryaz of Bombyx mori (the, “ silke 
worm”) . They fight and eat each 
other. unless given privacy and 
plenty of elbow room, and to keep’ 
feeding and tending tens of thous- 
ands of spiders, each in its own 
“ flat,” means a high wage bill for 
labour, Thovgh the, -making 
of stockings from spider: silk 
has been’ ‘suspended, the silk has 


never ceased to be.anccessity to 


the’ makers. of “theodolites and 
other surveying instruments for 
taking obgervations., In these in- 
struments two lines of spider. silk 
cross. the ceritre of the glass, at 
right-angles.- The method usually 
employed Is’ first to toss the sur 
prised spider from hand to. hand. 
Thus alarmed it begins to emit a 
thread of its silk, preparatory to 
trying.to escapé by dropping, The 
winder then twirls a’kind of .wide-* 
pronged. hairpin, of slightly more:

The modern idea of a stadium ix 
one of a distinet type of structure. 
In the athletic world, two distinct 
types of structure stand out. One, 
the ‘'U"' shaped (open at one end) or 
the ‘‘atadium”’ type, the other, the 
complete enclosuro or '‘bawl’’ type. 
Both of these types are widely used 
to-day. Of the ‘‘stadium’’ type, the 
most widely known’ stmicturea are 
the Pershing Stadium near Paris, 
the Harvard Stadium in Cambridge, 
the ‘Wembley Stadium near Lon- 
don, the Yankee Baseball Stadium 
in New York, and the old stadiunt 
ut Athens. Of the ‘bowl’ type. 
the Yale Bowl in New Haven is 
the mosf outstauding . examole.

obtained employment they. would 


do their best to repay atleast some i 


of the financial debt. This assist- 
ance has been and is frequently 
abused. When it was foun 
that men receiving help were beg- 
ging from Charities “in order to 
fay their debts” and. then spend- 
ing the money 50 obtained on 
drink, the mission was forced to 
cease giving credit, and'fto draw 
the attention of the Goverfiment 
to the waste of money caused by 
overlapping of Charitles. The 
result was the formation 
of the General Charities Organiza~ 
tion, The result has been satis- 
factory for ensuring that each case 
would be treated on its merits, but 
even now closer co-operation is 
needed to make the scheme 2 real 
success. Opportunity is taken of 
pointing out that if anyone ta this 
Colony is approached by. men 
soliciting assistance in cash or 
otherwise, unless they have -per- 
sonal knowledge of the applicant 
they should refer him, with a chit 
if possible, to the Chaplain, the 
Scamen’s Institute, who will look 
into the case, and if.it be found 
deserving will-refer it'to the suit- 
able Charity 
Female cases are dealt with by 
the Ladies’ Benevolent Society. 
In the statement of the finan- 
cial. position of the Missions. 
to Seantemin Hongkong, .an item 
will be noticed under the heading 
of" Bad Debts and Charity.” This 
item amounts to ‘more than 
$1,700.00. Of this at least $1,000.00 

| could have since been repaid, had 
the recipients of the “Charity” 
played the game. 

Heavy expenses were incurred 
repairs to the Institute 
and installing a, new’ ene 
gine ‘in the “ Dayspring.”
